22} Vecontinuall Depzedations and Piracies committed on the Deas, by certaine lewde 
JAY; 4 and ill diſpoſed perſons, pꝛetending to make warre againft the enemies ol her Maieſtie, 
ö \| andofthis Eltate; And finding that the oꝛdinary Pꝛoceedings helde of late times fo: the 
ſuppzefſing of theſe enozmities, and offences, haue wꝛought leſſe refozmation then was 

„l expected: In her pzincely care to pzeſerue Juſtice, as one of the maine pillars of her eſtate, 
TEN 9 and fo: the ſpeedier repzeſſing of al ſuch Ptracies and Depzedations, crimes moſt hateful 
: — o her mide, a ſcandalous to her peaceable gouernment, And foz the better continuance 
ofamitie with al other Pzinces and States, not encmies to her Maieſtie: Path with the aduite of her Pꝛiuie Counſelnot 
only bene at charges ſome few moneths ſince, to ſend out a Pinnace of her owne now in the Straits to ſcarch thoſe ſeas 
fo: ſuch offenders,and to vie all good meanes by fozce, oz otherwile to take and bꝛing home all ſuch ofher Subiects,as be 
ing Pirates doe robbe and ſpoile the Subiects of her friendes, not any way caring to obey any Lawes. oꝛ other Oꝛders 


lately publiſhed vpon the growing on of theſe fowle crimes, and Piracies, coloured by other rz0pages; But alſo foꝛ p2e- 


uention of any moze ſuch lewde purpoſes in any that are to goe foozth, Hath ſet downe certaine Articles hereafter fol- 
lowing, Which her Highneſſe commandcth all her Officers whom it may concerne, of what degree ſoeuer, to ſee duely 


executed: herein if any maner of perſon ſhalbe found culpable, oz wilfully negligent, Her Maieſtie declareth hereby, 


that puniſhment ſhalbe inflicted vpon him oꝛ them with ſuch ſeueritie, as the example thereofſhall terrifie all others from 
committing any lo odious crimes. 


Art chat no man of warre be furniſhed, oz let out to Dea, without licencr vnder the great Scalc of the Ads 
IS miraltie.vpon ſufficient bonds with Suretics,firſt giuen to the Judge of the high Court of the Admiraltie, 
© rx? 02 to his Deputic, fo2 the good behauiour of themſelues and Company, towards her Maieſties friends and 
| bY Allies, accoꝛding to the purpoꝛt and limitation ofthe ſaid Bonds with their Conditions, and the truemea- 
ning of them. vnder paine ol death. and confiſcation of lands and geods. not onely to the Captaine and Mar 
riners, but to the owners and Utctuallers; Beſides the ſatiſtying to the partie dammikied of all his loſſes, coſtes and da 
— Ja yy of the ſaid Shippe ſhall commit any Piracre, Depzedation, oꝛ murther at the Sea vpon any of 
aieſties friendes. ; 


Tem, That if any perſon whatſoeuer, ſhall vpon the Seas, take any Ship that doeth belong to any of her Maieſties 
| frienvs and Ales, 0:10 anpoftheir Subtecks, And after mowledge had, that the ſaide Ship doeth belong to her 
friends, doeth not fozbeare to tay the ſame, vnleſle it ſhalbe laden ods of her Maieſties enemies. 02 with mar- 
chandizes of ſuch nature oꝛ q as ſerue to furniſh the King ol Spaine his Armies, oꝛ Nauies, and going into 
the kingdomes of Spaine and Poztugall, Oꝛ ſhall take out of cher ko cen hall aller ou goods of 
the afozeſaidnature oꝛ qualitie, bound foz Spaine, oz Poztugall; He oz they ſo offending ſhall ſuffer death confilca- 
tion ol lands and goods, accoꝛding to the Law in that caſe pꝛouided.

Tem, Chat no ſhip 02 goo g taken from any her Maietties friends, ſhalbe deliuered by any other o2der, then vpon p2oofe 
made in the ſayd Court Admiraltie. befoze the ſayd Judge ofthe Admiraltic oꝛ his Deputie, to © end that. a Res 
coꝛd may be kept ol allſuch reſtitutions made to Strangers, toſerue when occaſion ſhall require. 


Tem, That the ſayd Judge ofthe Admiraltie, vpon ſufficient notice giuen to him in the Office of the Admiraltie, ol any 
[aan of warre gone to the Dea without licence fromhim vnder the great Scaleofthe Admiraltie firſt obtained: Oꝛ of 
any, who haue diſpoſed, ſolde, oꝛ alienated any ſhip oꝛ goods whatſoener, taken at Sea, befoze ſuch iudgement. as afo2e- 
ſayd, giuen by the ſayd Judge, ſhall pꝛoceed againlt the ſayd ſhip, goods, oꝛ partie, accoꝛding to law in that caſe pzouided, 
within tyc ſpace of thꝛee moneths next following, vpon paine to incurre her Maieſties heaupy diſpleaſure. 


[ſem, That foz the better infozmation of the ſayd Judge, euery Uiceadmirall is enioyned by this Pzoclamation (where- 

or he ſhall tane notice athisperill) to certiſie into rhe ſayd Court of the Admiraltie, euery quarter ofaycere, what Man 
of warre hath gone to the Dea, oꝛ returned home. with any goods taken at Sea. oꝛ the pꝛocedue thereof, vpon paine to 
loſe to her Mateſtie (by way of fine) foꝛ euery ſuch default, twenty pounds of Engliſh money, to be anſwered into her 
Maieſties Receit ot᷑ the Exchequer. by Certificate from the ſayd Judge of the Adnuraltie vnder the great Seale ol that 
Office, to be directed to the Loꝛd Treaſurer, and Barons of the Exchequcr. 


Tem, That no ſhip oꝛ veſſell furniſhed to Sea in warline maner, ſhall enter into the Streits, oz Mediterranean Sea. 
vpon — bY the Offenders, ofconfiſcation of goods and lands, and of whatſocuer there taken, and further, to ſuffer 
as in cale of Piracte, 


Lr It is ſttraitly pꝛohibited to all Engliſh Men of warre that ſhall go to the Seas, that they, noꝛ any of them (vn 

der paine of death to the Offenders as in caſes ol Piracte, and to the Owners, confiſcation ot their ſhip oꝛ ſhips of war 
ſhallſell, alienate, oꝛ diſpoſe of any goods taken at Sea. either in Argier, Tunis, Laut, Petraſſe, 02 any other place in Barbatie, 
Greece, oꝛ Italie, 02 elſewhere, but in the kingdome of England only: Neither ſhall any ol her Maieſties ſubiects. reſiding 
fo: the time in Barbarie, oꝛ places adiopning.oꝛ — other place out of England. dare to buy oz recetue, directly oꝛ indirectly, 
any ſuch goods taken at the Seas, vnder paine of confiſcation ofhis owne pꝛoper goods, chattels,and lands here in Eng 
land, and ſuch other puniſhment, as by the Law may be inflicted vpon a contemner of her Maieſties Edicts and Pzocla- 
mations. Giuen at her Maieſties Manour cf Richmond, the twentieth day of March, in the foure and foztieth peere 


ofher Highneſſe reigne.
